The present application has been rejected for the reasons stated 
below. The applicant is required to submit comments, if any, to the 
Patent Office within 60 days from the mailing date of this Notice. 

Reasons 

A. The following Claims of the present application do not satisfy the 
requirements of the body of Article 29(1) of the Japanese Patent Law for 
the following reasons. 

Claim: 8 

Claim 8 relates to a recording medium on which a stream 
including coded pictures corresponding to I-pictures is recorded, in 
which each I-picture is assigned with supplemental information where 
information indicating the types of the respective pictures included in a 
random access unit to which the I-picture belongs is arranged in 
decoding order of the pictures. Since it is not possible to consider the 
recording method and format of the recording method separately from 
the structure and physical features of the recording medium, nor is it 
possible to accept that the recording medium has a technical meaning, 
only the content of the recording medium is considered to have a 
characteristic feature. Therefore, only the content of the 
to-be-presented information recorded on the recording medium has a 
feature. It is accepted that the content of the information recorded on 
the recording medium depends on a processing apparatus such as a 
reproduction apparatus which interprets the information, and that the 
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recording medium corresponds to a recording medium on which a 
"mere presentation of information" is recorded. Therefore, the 
recording medium is intended for presenting information, as the 
principal object- 
Accordingly, the subject matter of the invention of Claim 8 is not 
considered as an invention defined in Article 2 of the Japanese Patent 
Law. 

B. The invention according to the following Claims in the present 
application is not patentable as defined in Article 29(2) of the Japanese 
Patent Law for the reason that it would have been easily arrived at by a 
person ordinary skilled in the art to which the invention belongs before 
the present application was filed, based on the invention disclosed in 
the following publication distributed in Japan or a foreign country or 
based on the invention made public via an electric communication 
circuit before the present application was filed.

Notes: 

Reference 1 discloses recording, as a sub-code, the picture type 
information of each picture on a sector basis in order to improve 
userfriendliness in performing a special playback on a video Compact 
Disc (CD) on which a video signal is recorded (page 3, lines 11 to 23, 
and page 25, from line 6). 

The invention according to Claim 1 of the present application 
matches the invention disclosed in Reference 1 in the point that 
information indicating the picture type of each picture is recorded in a 
video stream when the video stream is generated. However, while 
Reference 1 relates to recording picture type information on a sector 
basis, the present invention relates to assigning picture type 
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information of coded pictures to each I-picture on a random access 
point unit basis. 

However, Reference 1 suggests inputting the sub-code as data 
including a unique packet header, instead of recording it on a sector 
basis, or recording the sub-code in a data management area different 
from a data recording area (page 29). 

In addition, Reference 2 discloses recording information for 
accessing an address of a P-picture used in a special playback, into an 
entry sector which exists for each Group of Pictures (GOP, 
corresponding to a "random access point" in the present invention) in 
order to improve userfriendliness in the special playback. 

As such, Reference 1 and Reference 2 are similar techniques for 
recording information used in performing a special playback on a video 
stream. Therefore, it would have been easy for a person skilled in the 
art to employ the entry sector disclosed in Reference 2 when inputting 
the sub-code as data including a unique packet header or recording the 
picture type information of Reference 1 in the data management area 
different from the data recording area. 

Accordingly, the invention of Claim 1 of the present invention 
would have been easily arrived at by a person skilled in the art. The 
same reasoning applies to Claims 4, 5, 7 and 9. 

Reference 2 discloses placing supplemental information before 
pixel storage data of I-pictures as disclosed in Claim 2 (See paragraph 
[0057]). 

Reference 1 discloses that such supplemental information 
includes an I-picture, a P-picture, and a B-picture. Unlike Claim 3 of 
the present application, Reference 1 fails to disclose differentiating a 
first B-picture which can be referred to by a picture and a second 
B-picture on which inter-coding is performed with reference to two 
pictures per block which is a basic unit in coding, and which cannot be 
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referred to by any other pictures. However, the H. 264 standard 
according to which both the first B-picture and the second B-picture can 
be selected is known at the time when the present invention was made. 
Therefore, recording such different kinds of information is a mere 
design step for a person skilled in the art. 

Conventionally, a medium is reproduced based on a 
predetermined rule in the case where no supplemental information is 
included, in other words, in the case of a medium recorded according to 
a normal scheme, as disclosed in Claim 6. 

A Notice of Reasons for Rejection may be notified if a new reason 
for rejection is found out.
